New York, Oct. 19.—A special from 
Havana tothe Evening Telegram states 
that the cyclone that yisited there yes- 
terday was the worst in the history of 
the city. Over a hundred are known to 
have been drownei of which sixteen are 
Europeans and the rest natives. More 
than a thousand tents in camp Colum- 
bia have been blown to atoms and a 
large number of houses were unroofed. 
When the tempest reached its height 
buildings were shaken as with an 
earthquake, street cars were washed 
from their tracks, windows were blown 
in like paper and roofs and docrs were 
swept away.

fit of all; we therefore condemn the 
handing over of large tracts of 
to individuals and corporations without 
attaching conditions which would pre- 
vent their being he'd for speculative 
purposes only. Whenever vested righis 
are not interfered with we recommend 
legislation which will prevent any 
dividual or corporation from profiting 
hereafter out of the unearned incre- 
ment in the value of land.’

THE INCREASED SUBSIDIES. 


McBride of British Columbia | 
i ia 
Withdrew From the Conference. 


On Friday the real trouble with 
British Columbia began at the pre- 
mier’s conference in Ottawa. Premier 
McBride wanted the special claims of 
British Columbia for an extra sub- 
sidy to be referred to arbitration. On 
motion of Mr. Murray, seconded by 
Mr. Weir, a resolution was adopted 
Stating that it was unadvisable that 
the claim of any province for sub- 
Sidies be referred to arbitration. Al] 
the provinces voted for this except 
British Columbia so that it was lost 
by 8 tol. Mr. McBride then laid be- 
fore the conference the following de- 
cla ration : 

“T protest that the question of Brit- 
ish Columbia’s claim upon the Do-' 
minion government should not be con-: 
sidered by the conference but that it 
is a question between the government 
of British Columbia and the Dominion 
government.” 

Mr. Whitney moved, seconded by 
Mr. Murray: That in of the

Taking the 1887 resolutions the 
sums that the provinces will hereafter 
receive will be as follows: 

Specific subsidies for general and 
civil legislation, Ontario, $240,000; in- 
crease $160,000; Quebee $240,000, in- 
crlase $170,000; Nova Scotia $190,000, 
increase $130,600; New Brunswick, 
$180,000, increase $130,000; Manitoba 
$180,000, increase $130,000; British 
Columbia $150,000, increase $115,000; 
Prince Edward Island $100,000,  in- 
crease $70,000. 

On the per capita tax the subsidies 
will be as follows: Ontario $1,746,357, 
increas! $6292,484; Quebec $1,319,118, 
increase $429,865; Nova Scotia $367,- 
G59, inerease $47,659; New Brunswick 
$264,896, mo imerease as yet; Mani- 
toba $203,957, mo increase; British 
Columbia $140,525, no increase; Princ2

This makes an imecreasI for the old 
provinces of $1,107,008 in the per ca- 
pita subsidies, and of $905,000 on the 
specific, or a total increase of $2,014,- 
018. To this will have to be added 
the $106,090 special grant for British 
Columbia and also the increases for 
thI two new provinces which will be 
$130,000 for each, or a total increase 
to all provinces of $2,374,018.

Manitoba and the two new 
vinees of, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
do not profit as yet by the increased 
per capita subsidy because they have 
not yet reached the maximum figure 
fixed by the arrangement which is 
now to be retired; but hereafter they 
will each get a specific grant of $180.- 
annually for legislation, in place of 
$59,000 as heretofore.

China now fears for | 
her independence, diplomats assert, and | 
her only hope at this tims is interven- | 
tion by the powers.

However .the di- 
plomats of Chia are willing individu- 
als. They know that Europe is jeal- !
